At Schenectady tho Chinaman arrested 
to-day, at first thought to be Leon Ling, 
or WUllam H. Leon, who Is sought os the 
girrs murderer, has, according to all In¬ 
dications. pretty well established thut ho 
Is an unoffending Celestial who formerly 
worked In a restaurant io New fork and 
whose arrest was brought about merely 
through a strikingly unfortunate resem¬ 
blance to Leon Ling.

Chung Sin a Disappointment. 

The disappearance of Chung Bln about 
the time the murder was discovered here 
made the police eager for his apprehen¬ 
sion, which woe considered second In im¬ 
portance to that of Leon, but the Inter¬ 
view with til m at Amsterdam to-day 
seems to have brought out nothing of 
value to the authorities. He maintains 
that he rarely associated with Leon, and 
while acquainted with Elsie Sigel knows 
nothing of the murder. 

Thus his arrest is of no great import¬ 
ance and the cose, aside from the develop¬ 
ments In New Tork to-day. Is about whero 
it was when Elsie Slgei’s body was found 
in the trunk In a room over the Eighth- 
avenue chop-suey rosoaurant last Friday 
night.

Sun Leong Reappears. 

While the authorities up-State were 
putting the two Chinamen through an 
inquisition.

ture of Elsie Slxel’a slayer. No definite 
sunt wus decided upon, but a committee 
will go through Chinatown to-day solicit.

Mow noted os chairman.

Ling Never Attended 8chool. 


In discussing the cose the Rev. Mr. 
Mow said that Leon Ling had never been 
connected with the mission In any way 
and os far as he knew had never at¬ 
tended any school In Chlnatowru Miss 
r jg**l. be said, had taught him. The 
scholar*, he continued, keenly felt the 
disgrace the murder had brought upon 
the mission schools ami stood ready to 
aid the police In every wav to bring 
about the capture of the murderer. 

Theories as to the motive of the mur¬ 
der all coincide on the jealousy of Leon 
Ling. That be killed her because of 
her apparent friendship for Chu Gain, 
who is Atlll detained ms a material wit¬ 
ness. Is still the predominant belief. 

In support of this explanation Mrs 
Florence Todd, on* of the most promi¬ 
nent women workers In Chinatown, who 
knew Elsie Sigel and her mother Inti¬ 
mately. said this afternoon; 

"I knew Chu Gain, who Is under arrest, 
very well. lie Is one of the few China¬ 
men whom I would trust with my life. 
Mrs. Sigel and Elsie also knew' him for 
many years. They were Introduced to 
him through an uncle of hla

Believes Elsie Loved Chu Gain.

"I believe that Elsie was In love with 
Chu Gain and would have married him 
but that he would not marry her."

In fact, she told me she refused 
him. Her mother knew all about It." 

IYeepIte her statement. Mre Todd said 
she was not inclined to believe that Leon 
committed tne murder, and she went on 
to relate that she had a dream that Elsie 
Sigel had committed suicide. Chu Gain, 
she said, came to her on the morning 
of June 14. live day# after the murder Is 
supposed to have been committed, and 
told her that he. too. had had a dream 
In tills dream Chu Gain, according to 
Mrs. Todd, had seen the form of the 
girl appear before him crying Chu, anv»» 
me!"

Juno 2L—Sensation seekers 
who have attended dally the no a# Iona of 
Katherine Clemmons Gould's suit for sep¬ 
aration from her husband, Howard Gould, 
were sadly disappointed at the resumption 
of tha bearing to-day. when It was an¬ 
nounced that the defense had rented and 
that Howard Gould would not take the 
stand.

Gould him¬ 
self seemed relieved, and Mrs. Gould an¬ 
noyed.

WOMAN CONFESSES 

COMPLICITY IN MURDER. 


Mrs. Bankhead related In her deposi¬ 
tion the incidents of a visit with Mrs. 
Gould as ths lattsr’s guest, in Cairo, 
Egypt, when the part#' visited the 
Khedive’s palace. The witness described 
Mrs. Gould’s conduct on this occasion aa 
"ladylike and above reproach." 

Mrs. Bankhead accompanied the Goulds 
on their yacht from Cairo to Alexandria. 
Mrs. Gould’s conduct wus "perfect and 
beyond criticism,’’ on that tnp. according 
to Mrs. Bankhead. Mr*. Gould was never 
Intoxicated during tbts time, the witness 
deposed. The witness stated that she had 
visited Mr*. Gould at Castls Gould and 
the St. Hegss Hotel for periods of sev¬ 
eral weeks at a time and never saw her 
use Intoxicants to excea*. 

"Mr*. Gould never drank more than a 
cocktail before dinner and only light wine 
with her dinner, not more thou the aver¬ 
age society lady drinks." 

"What did you obsrrve she would drink 
at lunch timer* was a question asked 
by Mr*. Gould’* counsel. 

"Mrs. Gould would usually take a cock¬ 
tail before luncheon, but the extent of 
her drinking was not noticeable to me 
on account of her conduct," the witness 
replied. 

She never saw Mr*. Gould drunk In tho 
evening nnd never saw her boisterous, 
and never-heard her swear or use Im¬ 
proper language The witness waa with 
Mr*. Gould In Chicago In 1S»>7 and noticed 
nothing Improper In her conduct. 

Mr*. Bankhead said her daughter, leath¬ 
ering who wm« born August 21. 1903. was 
named after Mrs. Gould The deponent 
said Mr*. Gould was "dignified, refined 
and gentle and always conducted her¬ 
self in a manner shove reproach." 

In the cross-examination on the deposl- 
Uon Mrs. Bankhead would not awearthsi 
she had never heard Mrs. Gould spoken 
of as a "drinking woman."

Judge £mmet Field was stricken by 
acute heart disease In bll own courtroom 
at 9:07 o’clock yesterday morning and died 
ten minute* later. He never spoke a 
word after he was stricken, although 
when first approached by friend# his 
glance was an intelligent one. seeming 
to indicate that he realised his condition. 

Judge Field entered his courtroom a few 
minutes aftty* 9 o’clock and greeted tho 
few attorneys, among whom were Clar¬ 
ence Dallam and William Crawford, as 
wyll as some other persons who were In 
the room. Judge Field p a sse d on to his 
private office, but only remained In there 
a minute or two. He came out and walk¬ 
ed across tho room to tha Jury room, 
which he entered. The Judge had nut 
much more than entered the Jury room 
before Charles A. Graham, the official 
court stenographer, heard a sound a* tf 
some one had fallen to the floor. He 
rushed into the room, followed by Clar¬ 
ence Dallam and Walter 8. Stone, and 
found Judge Field on the floor breathing 
heavily.

Physicians Summoned. 


With dispatch. Dr. L. C. Blanton, of the 
Coroner’s office, and Dr. George Jen¬ 
kins. of the City Health Department, 
were summoned, and during the time Mr. 
Dallam and Mr. Stone held Judge Field's 
hands and vigorously rubbed him, hoping 
tq produce some stimulating effects. A 
messenger wo# also dispatched for Dr. 
Clint Kelly, a life-long friend of Judge 
Field, but when Dr. Kelly arrived Judge 
Field bad died. Drs. Blanton and Jen¬ 
kins found that death was rapidly ap¬ 
proaching when they arrivtd and ooald 
do nothing for the relief of the Judge. A 
cushion was slipped under the head of the 
dying man and a few friends saw him 
breathe hla lost. 

William Field, a son. was notified of 

Judge Field’s condition as aoon as he was 
stricken, ami he arrived shortly bofore 
his father died. Judge Samuel Kirby 
went to the home of Judge Field and no¬ 
tified the family of the end. William 
Field at once summoned an undertaker 
and hud the body removed to th# fam'd* 
home in Crescent Hill. It was about an 
hour after Judge Field had died before 
the body was borne out of the courtroom 
Into the street, where hundreds of people 
had gathered after the news of Judge 
Field’s death had gone forth.

“Ho Is a good man 
for the place and understands the needs 
of the Institution.

Native of Charlestown. 


Dr. Sharp la a native of Charlestown, 
Ind., where hla parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
James K. Sharp, now raslde. his father 
being nearly *4 years old. When a young 
man Uc studied medicine and after th^adu- 
aflng located at Seymour, corning to Jef¬ 
fersonville In the early part of lw 6 . The 
Legislature of that year ousted Capt. 
Juc.ru TL Tatten as warden of the >ld 
Indiana State Prison. South, and A. T. 
Hart succeeded him In August of tlmt 
>©nr I»r. Sharp was then •eJcotod aa 
physiciau at the institution and remained 
th#!o until laM October. Previous to 
leaving he tendered Ids reslgnaflon tn 
August, giving as a reason that h* de¬ 
sired to devote hla time to private pra 
tloe. 

The November election waa approach¬ 
ing and X. 1! Myers, chairman of the

The Attorney General and Mr. Root had 
a long session at the Capitol to-day and 
reached an agreement on practically every 
feature of the corporation tax plan. The 
portion which Is giving them the greatest 
trouble relates to the Government con¬ 
trol of corporations necessary to carry 
the law Into successful operatlan. There 
has been no little opposition to subjecting 
the corporation! to the amount of pub¬ 
licity that will be required for the en¬ 
forcement of the law and to prevent 
manipulations of stocks and bonus for th© 
purposes of evasion. 

Members of the Finance Commit! >e, as 
well as Mr. Root and Mr. Wickersham, 
agree with President Taft that such pub¬ 
licity must bo given, and that without It 
tho corporation tax law would he a fail¬ 
ure. This feature, it was sold to-day. 
certainly will be incorporated in the 
amendment. Tho authors of the draft, 
however, are experiencing difficulty in 
finding an effective way Of reaching tits 
situation.

Details Determined Upon. 

Among the details of the bill determined 
to-day are that the tax to be levied 
will be at the rate ot 2 per cent, ond 
that It will bo collected from all corpora¬ 
tions. All banks will cmne within the 
range of the tax bill and deduciiuas will 
bo allowed national banks to the amount 
of taxes paid upon their circulation 

An Important provision to be Included 
In tho bill Is a definition of net eaiulnge. 
This will follow as nearly as possible tho 
definition of earnings collected In the 
Interstate commerce act relating to rail¬ 
road corpora t Ions.

Attorney General At White House, 

Following his conference last night with* 
the Republican members of th© Senate 
Finance Committee and Senator Root, of 
New York. President Taft to-day was 
In consultation with Attorney General 
Wickersham for au hour and a half on 
the subject of the proposed tax upoh thv 
net earnings of corporations. 

Mr. Wickersham. who was not able to 
bo proeent at the While House confer¬ 
ence, has been given the task of fram¬ 
ing u satisfactory amendment to the tar¬ 
iff bill embodying the corporation tax 
Idea. Both he and the President And 
themselves confronted by rapidly multi¬ 
plying problems Involved in the proposed 
tax. 

Mr Wickersham Is regarded as one Of 
the beet-Atted men In the country to un- 
deruike the tusk of framing a measure 
that will meet the wishes of the Presi¬ 
dent. H© is an authority on corporation 
law and has represented many of th© 
larger corporations In New York He Is 
thoroughly conscious of the difficult prob¬ 
lem that has been placed befor© him. 

Th« maxes of corporation control and 
the many ways In which net earnings 
couKl b© absorbed In an evasion of the 
law are proposition well calculated, how¬ 
ever. to stagger ©von so thoroughly 
versed a lawyer as be is. The Attorney 
General gave no hint to-day os to wl*n 
he would have th© draft of the law ready. 
The President dally U receiving scores of 
letters either In commendation or con¬ 
demnation of th© proposed law.

Goets of the Iron 
Hand never hooked and hauled ln the 
rafters on the Rhine with mono cool- 
j nos* and dexterity than the Senator 
from Rhode Island has ransacked and 
rifled the cargoes of honest merchan¬ 
dise seeking to navigate Protect ion ist 
waters, to avoid the shoals of Classifi¬ 
cation and round the headlands of th<* 
Schedules 

The Courier-Journal has been saying 
forbears that* as Protectionism reced¬ 
ed In the North, It would rise In the 
South. Aldrich Is finding some of his 
most useful support on the Southern 
side of the Senate Chamber. From Les¬ 
lie's Weekly we quote the following: 

"The South ha# a much more powerful 
reason to vote for protection to-day than 
It had half a century ago, because It has 
mines as well as factories now. both of 
which, except ln a small and crude way, 
were absent ln Clay's time. Despite the 
opposition of the Courier-Journal ami 
other Influential and powerful old-time 
Democratic papers, the South Is assort- 
!ng Itself In 1909 in a significant way In 
favor of the maintenance and ex tension 
of tariffs for protection Henry Wat ter- 
son says that this is *just os for yean the 
Courier-Journal lias been saying that it 
would be,' and that ‘meanwhile. New 
England, wanting cheap raw materials 
and markets. Is becoming again a free 
trader.' This remark deserves attention. 
With a clear sweep of his eye tbe Editor 
of the Courier-Journal forecasts a change 
that Is not only possible, but probable. As 
In the days of Clay, the South furnished 
many of the able*! defenders of the pro¬ 
tective policy, while New England was 
for free trade, so, with the development 
of the enormous natural resource* of the 
South and of Us vast Industrial possibili¬ 
ties, sharply competing with those of New 
England. the South may become the de¬ 
fender of the protective principle, with 
New England in tho opposition. Thus his¬ 
tory would be repeating Itself once more. 
Senator Daniel, of Virginia, one of the 
most eloquent and Influential Democrat lo 
leaders of the South, hit the nail on the 
head the other day when, la supporting a 
high duty on a product of Virginia, he 
declared. '1 want to protect American In¬ 
terest*. That 1* my policy. 1 don't care 
what name you call it, I am for 1L* Nobly 
said, and like a patriotic citlsen." 

From Hamilton to Clay, the Whig 
argument for Protection built itself on 
"our infant industries.'* Firs per cenL 
in Hamilton's Tariff grew to 25 and 80 
per cent. In the Tariff of Abominations. 
Protectionism was purely tentative. It 
was a conceded imposition for tbe sake 
of interned development and Industrial 
freedom. It was not to outlast our In¬ 
dependence of foreign countrlea But 
Graft, ones it bo allowed Inside tbe 
door, will be never content until it takes 
possession of the house. Protection Is 
now urged as an article of faith, a dog¬ 
ma and a fixed policy. Fifty, eighty, a 
hundred per cent. Is net thought too 
much by ths pap-suckers who have 
fastened on to the teat of legislation, 
and who live and thrive off the blood 
of the consumera 

The people at f&rge are annually 
robbed of not less than a thousand mil¬ 
lions (o pile up abnormal fortunes for 
the Manufacturers. In addition to this 
bllllon-dollar Congresses have become 
the rule and excite no surprise. In 
effect, the Southern Senators who are 
the silent partners, if not the lieuten¬ 
ants of Aldrich say: "We don't want 
the robbery to stop until the South gets 
rich like the Eaxt." 

And so it goes. There will bo no 
real reform abort of the complete 
abolition of the existing System of 
Schedule* and Claasiflcatkma, hopeiea*- 
ly misllfylng people, and Ln room of 
them, the erection of a simple rev¬ 
enue ecale, by which every taxpayer 
may clearly see and know what be ha* 
to pay for this flood, his drink and hi* 
wearing apparel. 

Thi* the Courier-Journal urged upon 
the Cleveland Administration oeexlees- 
ly. The then Democratic party leaders 
either would not, or could not see It, 
and. as a consequence, the Democratic 
party went to shipwreck with the Wil¬ 
son Bill, whose misadventures and 
final fate were over and over again 
foretold In thcau oolumea. They tried 
to lay the blame on Gorman. Ho was 
least guilty. If anybody was guilty.

The "Menace of Magnitude." 

Some of Gov. Hughes* reform insur¬ 
ance laws ln New York State are hit¬ 
ting tbe big companies rather hard. One 
of these laws limits the writing of new 
business in the Stato to $150,000,000 a 
yesr. The companies known as "the 
big three" have felt the effects of this 
law moot perceptibly. According to the 
New-York Bun on*^>f those companies 
has dispensed with tho service* of L228 
agents and has cloaed ten of Its branch 
agencies. It Is also Intimated, soys the 


Bun. that the same company has In¬ 
formed Its agents In a number of for¬ 
eign countries of Its early retirement 
from thoso fields of operation. Some of 
the agents dismissed had been In the 
employ of the company for more than 
twenty years, forty of them had served 
more than ten years and almost a hun¬ 
dred had served more than five years. 

Figures compiled for the year 1908 
show that while the big companies have 
been held under leash outside com¬ 
panies have forged to the front and 
have done more business In New Yotoi 
State than the home companies. It Is 
to be doubted seriously If any good 
purpose has been served by that pro¬ 
vision of the law which has brought 
about these results. Aimed, as Gov. 
Hughes puts It, to cure the "menace 
of magnitude" It seems to be doing Its 
work with a deadly effectuality of which 
Its author never dreamed. 

The big companies had their faults, 
many and grievous, as was developed 
during the lengthy Insurance Investi¬ 
gation of which Mr. Hughe# was a cen¬ 
tral figure. Out of that Investigation 
came many substantial and much- 
needed reforms. It is probable that the 
New York laws In the main were wise¬ 
ly drawn, but there would seem to b* 
no special reason for putting a limit¬ 
ation on the amount of business a com¬ 
pany may do. WhAtdver may have 
been the sins of the big companies no 
one questioned their solvency or 
their solidity. There was no doubLof 
their ability to make good on their con¬ 
tracts .with policyholders. 

While Gov. Hughes Is regulating the 
morals and manners of "the big three" 
it might be well for him to have a car* 
that be does not leave open a gap for 
undesirables which have features more 
to be feared than the "menace of mag¬ 
nitude." 


What’s In a Nome? 

A correspondent writes to a New 
York paper complaining that the 
nomenclature of the ships of ail 
nations is utterly misleading and in¬ 
effectual If It Is Intended to facilitate 
a guess at their flag, and that such 
names as Lusitania and Arabic and 
Canopic convey no Information worth 
mentioning. ^The point, however, 1* not 
well taken. Names in the merchant 
marine of all countries and of Great 
Britain more particularly, follow for 
the most part a prescribed plan; to one 
at aU familiar with sea-faring terras 
they declare at once the home of the 
ship and the fleet to vfl llch It belongs. 

Ever since the first Cunarder took 
the water the line ha* dlstingui*hed 
its boat* by names of which Scotia 
and Asia were an early type; after a 
while, having exhausted the geography, 
it fell back to mythology with Urania, 
only to return to a more classical map 
of the world with Umbria, Maure¬ 
tania and Etruria 

The White Star Line, on the other 
hand, adopted titles of which Germanic 
and Britannic are familiar types, and 
it has never varied; tbe so-called Amer¬ 
ican Line had a penchant for cities— 
City of Rome, City of Berlin, and oth¬ 
ers; the Atlantic transport boat-i Lave 
kept rigidly to Indian names beginning 
with the letter M—Menominee, Minne¬ 
tonka, etc; the Red Star pins It* faith 
to Friesland* and Zeelands; the Hoi* 
fond-A merl can to that end lea* Dutch 
chain of which Statendam and Rotter¬ 
dam immediately occur, while the old 
Qukra Line, most comfortable of Trans¬ 
atlantic carriers, began with the States 
alphabetically, as Ln Alaska and Arl- 
xona. The Canadian Pacific ha* a line 
of Km pr es s e s, somowhat far-fetched, aa, 
for example. Empress of Ireland; while 
the Allan boats, ln Grampian, Hes¬ 
perian, Prelorian, throw the net wide. 

When the North-German Lloyd bad 
made room for all the Kaisers, Includ¬ 
ing Barbarosea, and had sprinkled in 
a liberal supply of royal and Imperial 
scion* of leaser note, it took a turn 
at such notabilities a* the Grosser Kur- 
fuem, or Great Elector, culminating 
with George Washington, the last word 
ln ocean marvels. It* rival, the Ham- 
burg-Amerloan, appears to have no 
plan—It honors Moltke and President 
Grant, Amerlka and Kalserin, with a 
noble Impartiality. 

The French have their province# of 
the old regime, Savoie, Tourain*. Gas¬ 
cogne; the Itafiane are loyal to their 
own beautiful .Verona* and Taormina*, 
and everyone who has been to Havana 
ln the winter or Bar Harbor In the 
summer knows just where to find the 
Mascotte and the Olivette. 

And, as In the fleets of peace, so also 
ln Lite caravels of war, though here the 
names ln all the navies are supposed 
to Indicate a specific recognisable olasa 
The United States Intended Its first 
line of battle to be sponsored by the 
States and Territories; first-class cruis¬ 
ers by great cities; and smaller fry by 
elites of which Helena and Paducah 
are prototypes. The colliers favored the 
classics, and nefarious reptile* stood for 
the mosquito fleet. England renews and 
keeps alive her old and honored names, 
her Victories and Temerairss, her Bel- 
lerophons and Indomltables, her Nel¬ 
sons, Collingwoods and 8t. Vincents. 
France Is HteTory with Diderot, revo¬ 
lutionary with Dan ton and a hero-wor¬ 
shipper with Jean-Bart; and Japan has 
a nary list of great power and greater 
mystery. Confusion might occur over 
a Paul Jones flying the tricolor and a 
V&lnqueur under the ensign of St. 
George, but those are isolated cases, 
and. as a rule, the fleets present a 
historic survey of real Interest. 


The State Bar Association. 

The lawyers of Kentucky, that is to 
say. those who are members of the 
State Bar Association, will hold their 
yearly meeting In Paducah.

I. An attractive programme has been 
prepared. Its chief feature being 
an address by George W. Wicker- 
sham. Attorney General of the United 
Stales, who will discuss "State Legis¬ 
lation Regarding Foreign Corpora¬ 
tions.** As his subject 1* one of much 


Interest to Inwyer* and legislators, and 
as many lawyers ncr legislators, tho 
address of the Attorney General un¬ 
doubtedly will attract attention. 

Among others assigned to topics dur¬ 
ing the meeting are Judge John M. 
Lasslng, of the Court of Appeals; Cir¬ 
cuit Judge Robert L. Stout, of Ver¬ 
sailles, and Henry Burnett, of Lou¬ 
isville. Committee reports on va¬ 
ried subjects are to be presented and 
thera will be general discussion of mat¬ 
ters of Importance to the association. 
CoL John R. Allen, as president of the 
organisation, will deliver on address, 
and the welcoming speech is to be by 
Circuit Judge William M. Reed, of the 
Paducah Judicial district. It may not 
be an inopportune moment to recatl the 
fact that Judge Reed, who ha* had a 
notable career as legislator and jurist, 
enjoys the distinction of being the only 
Circuit Judge In Kentucky who has 
succeeded In sending a night rider to 
the penitentiary. This ln itself Is a 
stremg testimonial to his • ability and 
fearlessness on the bench. 

Appellate Judge Lasslng Is peculiarly 
well quallfled to handle the subject. 
^>lstinctlon Between Judicial and Leg¬ 
islative Functions," Through years 
of familiarity with both theee func¬ 
tions, he should be able to differentiate 
them In edifying and Instructive style. 

Circuit Judge Stout has for hi* 
theme. "Where the Law Falls.’’ The 
law falls ln so many places in Ken¬ 
tucky that tt would seem to a mere 
layman that Judge Stout might ex¬ 
haust the entire time of the association 
and still not exhaust the subject.

Tremendous Influence Being

GLOVES AND STOCKINGS. 


Washington, June M.—(Special )—Ther* 
ia still more to be said on the great ques¬ 
tion of "what la whisky V* Tho President 
will give a bearing at 10:20 o'clock next 
Monday morning to both aides when the 
famous and highly paid attorneys In¬ 
volved In the matter will toil him why the 
finding* of Solicitor General Bowers were 
wrong and calculated to lead the public 
to take a drink of what la not or might 
not be real whisky. 

Exception* to the findings of Mr. Bow¬ 
er* have been made by the attorneys for 
Canadian whisky, Kentucky whisky, re¬ 
distilled whisky, and that beverage which 
la made grateful to the palate by a long 
sojourn in obarotd oak barrel* The** 
exceptions are couched In such abet ruse 
and technical language that they can¬ 
not be understood by anybody but the 
lawyers who are paid to understand and, 
possibly, the Solicitor General and the 
pTeeident.

Satisfaction Not Poedble* 


The upshot of the whole thing, how¬ 
ever, seem* to be that no ruling on what 
la whisky will satisfy everybody, and It 
may be taken for granted that nevor will 
there come the time whon both sides of 
tho controversy will be absolutely satis¬ 
fied. Whisky Is whisky, but nobody will 
admit what whisky really la This being 
the case, the President again has been 
called upon to review, not only the find¬ 
ings of Dr. Wiley, but alao the verdict of 
Mr. liters. 

The arguments will be made In the 
President** office next Monday with an 
army of able stenographers present. 
These speeches will probably be the last 
word ta the case, and Mr. Taft Will be 
confronted with the task of doing what 
nobody else has ever done, that Is, to 
give a definition of whisky which will 
satisfy ail the manufacturers and all the 
drinking men.

But 
whon he killed hdr he saye that when 
h*» entered th* restaurant she reached 
for her breast, where she kept a knife, 
and bo shot her In self-defense. Then. 
Is no claim tnat she even got hold or 
tho knlfft, much less (hut ho was In any 
present .lunger. He told the arresting 
offlom that she had too many men. 
The testimony drhlch I have read Indi¬ 
cates clearly that this wn© the reason 
he came to the restaurant ptatol Jn hand 
and murdered thl> woman. No matter 
what she wu*. this man killed th© woman 
and the jury fixing his punishment 
at death. The court so adjudged and 
th© Court of Appeals affirmed It. Our 
law makes death the penalty and I niti 
under the duty of upholding that Juw. 
Men who kill or hurt women must know 
that there Is no hone for clemency In such 
a ease as this. The application for com¬ 
mutation of the death sentence to Impris¬ 
onment for Uf© is refused.
